Believed He Reached South Pole. 


London, April I.—-The Daily Mail 
prints a Central News dispatch from 
Akaroa, New 
Zealand, saying 
tlho 
Terra Nova. Captain R. F. Scott's Ant­ 
arctic- 
ship, 
arrived there early on 
Monday morning and anchored. 
She did not bring Captain Scott nor 
any members of the expedition, but 
fetched a brief mesnage from the ex­ 
plorer, sent to the base, at McMurdo 
Sound, to tile effect that he would 
continue another winter in the Ant­ 
arctic- to continue and complete his 
work. 
Apart from this message, the latest 
received Horn Captain Scott at the 
base was that on Jan. 3 he was 150 
miles from the South Pole aud ad- 
vain ing. 
The lack of news as to whether 
Captain Scott reached the pole is ex­ 
plained by the assumption that if he 
did he could not get the news to the 
base before the freezing of the Ross 
S*-a obliged the Terra Nova lo sail 
away. 
Scott's decision to remain another 
winter in the Antarctic is received 
without anv surprise. By some of bls 
friends th** opinion is hazarded that 
possibly he is trying to cross th** ice 
barrier to the opposite side of the con­ 
tinent.

In Large Communities the Struggle 
for Existence Already ie Much 
Too Severe. 


It must be remembered that as In­ 
crease of population progresses, the 
mere fact of Increase creates new 
conditions. 
These In turn may check 
or destroy earlier tendencies. 
Thus, 
out of the great increase In popula­ 
tion In our time bas come already at 
least one significant fact. 
This may 
be termed “the pressure of popular J 
Hon.*’ 
It may be defined aa the gen- j 
era! Instinctive realization 
of 
large 
cumbers. 
Expression of this realiza­ 
tion appear* in the decreasing belief 
that personal 
responsibility 
rests 
upon the individual to rear a large 
family, or even, in many caw*, to be­ 
come a parent. 
Mere numbers—the 
pressure of humanity on all sides, es­ 
pecially In the large cities—constitute 
ever-present evidence to the average 
man and woman th a t there are people 
enough, and the struggle for existence 
is too severe already to be increased 
by unnecessary burdens. 
In conse­ 
quence, there haji arisen a rather re­ 
markable 
and 
widespread tendency, 
now clearly evident in 
most 
of the 
larger communities of Europe, volun­ 
tarily to limit the family. 
The effect 
of this tendency is most marked in 
France, where it has produced a pres­ 
ent state of equilibrium of population 
liable to be changed at any time into 
a positive national decrease 
Limita­ 
tion of family has also appeared in 
other parts of the world 
and 
has 
caused much concern 
In 
Australia, 
where a very small total white popu­ 
lation is shown. 
It should not be 
overlooked, 
however, 
in 
connection 
with the apparently exceptional prob­ 
lem presented by Anstralla, that the 
southern continent sterns never to 
have sustained a 
large 
population. 
The aborigines of Austria, New Zea 
land and Tasm ania were not numer­ 
ous, and those that remain are dying 
out so rapidly as to suggest a very 
frail racial grasp upon existence.— 
The Atlantic.
